The  longest  traditon  here  at  Sweet  Briar  is  the  Q.V.  and 
Bum  Chum  game,  and  it  involves  members  from  the  sopho- 
more, the  junior,  and  the  senior  classes.  This  year  the  game 
began  on  September  7.  1994  and  ended  with  Step-Singing 
when  the  Q.V.'s  were  revealed  and  recognized. 

Eleven  sophomores  were  elected  in  the  spring  of  their 
freshman  year  by  their  classmates  to  be  Q.V.'s  They  were  not 
told  until  they  got  back  on  campus  in  the  fall  that  they  had 
been  chosen.

"I  really  and  truly  enjoy  working  with  students.  Some 
people  put  on  a  front,  but  it's  real  for  me.

As  Dean  Barlow  uttered  these  words,  the  expression  on  his 
face  changed  from  upbeat  to  melancholy,  and  his  sadness  at 
leaving  Sweet  Briar  became  apparent. 

Carter  Hopkins,  who  has  worked  with  Dean  Barlow  in 
Student  Affairs  since  he  first  arrived  in  1977.  stated,  "I  don't 
think  that  when  Dean  Barlow  moved  here  eighteen  years  ago, 
he  had  any  idea  of  how  many  daughters  he'd  end  up  having. 
For  someone  who  started  with  two  boys,  he  now  has  hundreds 
of  girls!" 

After  serving  the  College  for  eighteen  years.  Dean  of 
Student  Affairs  Robert  Barlow  retired  in  June  of '95. 

"I'm  proud  that  I  developed  student  affairs  to  the  high 
professional  level  it's  at  now,"  he  said.  "We  offer  more 
services  and  help  students  with  goals.  You  can  match  us 
against  any  other  student  affairs  department,  and  the  quality 
of  our  service  becomes  apparent." 

Dean  Barlow  did  indeed  change  the  face  of  student  affairs. 
"The  resident  advisor's  are  all  Bob's  ideas,"  said  Carter 
Hopkins.  "The  new  situation  in  which  the  house  president 
and  resident  advisor  positions  are  combined  is  one  of  his  brain 
children." 

In  addition  to  residential  changes.  Dean  Barlow  has  played 
an  active  role  in  developing  and  coordinating  programs  and 
initiatives  here  at  Sweet  Briar. 

Eighteen  years  ago,  we  had  a  less  diverse  student  body  in 
all  aspects:  racial,  socio-economic,  geographic,  family  back- 
ground," he  said.  Along  with  helping  to  diversify  the  student 
body,  he  has  coordinated  volunteer  services  on  campus  and  is 
proud  that  Sweet  Briar  "has  not  compromised  the  basic  values 
of  liberal  arts.  We've  added  the  management  certificate  and 
environmental  courses,  kept  the  language  requirement,  and 
are  adding  journalism  and  public  speaking  next  year." 

"The  thing  that  I  really  enjoyed  watching  him  do  was  help 
the  student  government  during  the  years  when  the  visitation 
hours  were  being  formulated.  He  was  the  most  important 
force  for  both  the  students  and  the  institution."  said  Hopkins. 

Even  though  Dean  Barlow  has  displayed  a  strong  interest 
and  involvement  in  formulating  college  policy,  most  mem- 
bers of  the  Sweet  Briar  community  will  remember  him  for  his 
character  and  devotion. 

"It  amazes  me  that  as  much  as  I  like  to  be  involved,"  said 
Hopkins, "it's  rare  when  I  go  to  an  event  and  he  isn't  there. 
That  takes  a  lot  of  energy  and  a  lot  of  planning."    Barlow
